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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 24 & 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

At claim 24, line 4 and claim 26, line 4-5, the pictures to 
be coded are described as "pictures belonging to a group of 
pictures starting with a first I -picture". However, at claim 24, 
line 15 and claim 27, line 15, it is stated that "the selected 
and coded parameter set" that is used for coding these pictures 
is "unnecessary for the first I -picture". This appears to create 
a contradiction in the case of the first I-picture, which is 
both a member of the set of pictures coded with this parameter 
set and a picture for which the parameter set is unnecessary. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 25-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Schiller et al (EP 1385337) . 

Re claim 25, Schiller et al discloses (Figures 1-2, 
paragraphs 0002 & 0144) an audiovisual motion picture decoding 
arrangement in which a first parameter ("Global Parameters" from 
the "PS referenced in entry picture" block) are extracted and 
decoded from a set located before a coded first I-picture 
("entry picture") . These parameters are then used to decode each 
picture . 

Re claim 26, Schiller et al further discloses additional 
parameters (other parameters such as "PLP" and "SLP") that are 
also extracted and decoded from a set located before a coded 
first I-picture and used in decoding each picture (including the 
I-picture) . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 24 & 27, insofar as they are understood, would be 
allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection (s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action . 
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6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: 

The art of record does not teach or suggest a picture 
coding scheme in which a parameter set is both used and not used 
for a first I-picture as recited in claims 24 & 27.
